NORTH SEA CANAL. 



Fetes Coanected With the Inanguia- 
tion of Germany's Oreat 
Waterway. 



Brilliant Ceremonials— fnbllc Dinner 
at Hanibui'ir— Speech by Kaiser 
Wiihelm, 



Kiel, Juno 10. — A heavy downfall of 
rain this morning seemed likely to joopar- 
diza the saooeas of the fetes. Happily the 
clouds cleared away and brilliant sunshine 
followed. Everywhere great animation per- 
valls. The whole oity presents a strikingly 
effcotive appearance, Fiaga of all nations 
were hoisted along the etroots at noon, and 
eentrleH at tho doors of the principal hotels 
denoted the presence there of imperial 
gneste, Natnrally the chief centre of at- 
traction was the seaport, where the display 
by the warships attracted many thousands, 
Germany is represented by 50 large and 
small voaaola of tho Imperial nuvy, and in 
all there are about 52 foreign vespels pre- 
eenb with 814 cflicora and n,AV)',i men. 
L'irge stands, bidden by a profusion of 
Uowers, have been ercoted at the entrance 
of the canal. At 8 a.m. the war vetsels of 
tho 1-1 natloni. represented hoisted their 
iUgo to tne strains of the autbems of their 
reapeotive countries. 

The official introduction of forol^n ad- 
mirnls and commanders to tho port captain 
and military commandant at Kiel ooourred 
on board the Mars and concluded with an 
ottiolal intorohango of visits. Tho Mars 
hoiatcd tho lliig of Admiral Knorres, and the 
latter subsequently, aoco.npaniod by tho 
oommandera of foreign equadrona and many 
tffioors of various nations, started for Ham- 
burg in order to meet tho Emporor, who ac- 
companied by four of his sons started from 
liorlln at 11 a.m. 

The moat brilliant feature cf the series of 
fostivities will bo the laying on Friday of 
the last! atone in the building of tho canal 
and the intorDational bacquet which is to 
follow it, this marking virtually the close of 
the bffioial programme of the festivities. 
Tho ceremony of laying the last stone will 
take place in the open air at Holtenau in 
view of thousands of guests and many 
ihoasands of sightseers and not in the light- 
house adjoining the sinico ae at first intend- 
ed. The newspaper world is of course re- 
presented, but of the 350 correspondents 
who exhibit a desire to participate but 150 
could be aooommodated on the steamer as- 
signed by tho government to newspaper men. 
Of the 150 nearly one half represent news- 
papers of other oountrlea than Germany. At 
the imperial banquet 15 ropresentatlves of 
the foreign press will bo admitted. 

Bkrlin. Juno 19. — Tho Emporor arrived 
at the Ratbaus at 0:30 p.m., and was re- 
ceived by a guard of honor amid loud and 
ec'.hiislastio cheering from the crowds in 
tho vicinity, Shortly before eleven o'clock 
the banquet In the great hall of the Rathans 
began. This hall had been epoclally decor- 
ated and upholstered for the occasion and 
presented a mosti brilliant aspect. It was 
splendidly lighted by elootrlcityand the walls 
were almost hidden witbhistorical paintings, 
draperies and flags of all niktlons, while 
rare plants were freely used to offset the 
richness tf the decorations, giving a nice 
fresh and soothing appearance to the hall. 
Over the chief entranoe was a crimson 
canopy faced with the ami of the city of 
Hamburg. On the right aide of this canopy 
was a trophy of French colors with " R, 
F." (Republique Francaiie) oonsplonons in 
largo letters. Over the canopy was a great 
scroll, upon which was the motto of the 
anciontcicy of Hamburg, " Dapacem Dominie 
In diebus nostrum." The tables were decked 
with candelabra and fairly sparkled with 
gold and silver plate. 

The Emporor, wearing tho same gardo du 
corpa uniform and order of the Black Euglo 
that ho wore upon alighting from tho train 
at tho railroad station, entered the hall ac- 
companied by Hurgonianter Lohman in his 
pioiuretquo robes of oiiicc, with tbo white 
rullies worn by his predeoeBsora (f the six- 
teenth oeutury reproduced in many historical 
pictures on the walla of the Kathaus. 
There was a loud fanfare of trumpoto as His 
Mi'jcety wallced to the head of tho imperial 
table, bowing right and left on hie way to 
hia Beat. His Mujoaty aat witii tlio regent 
of liavaria, I'rineo Leopoiii, tho King of 
W'urtemburg, the (jrand Uui<e of Hesse, the 
Grand Dulto (f Oldenburg and other Ger- 
man princes on hia richt and with Burgo- 
master Lohman, the King of Saxony, the 
Grand Uuke of P.aden, the Grand Duke of 
Saxo- Welmaroisonaoh, the Grand Duke of 
Mocklemberg Sohwerin, and tho Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha on his 
eft. The Duke of York, Grand Duka 
Alxis of KuBsia, the Duke of Genoa, Prince 
Ludwigof lUvaria, the Grand Duke Charles 
Stephanie tf Austria, Sir Edwin B, Malet, 
Hritish ambassador, and M. Herbotte, 
Fronoh ambassador, at Berlin, were seated 
nppoaita the Emperor. Tho number of guests 
at His Majesty's toble was sixty-four, and 
tho total number of guosla, inoluding mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps who dined in a 
aoparato room, was six hundred. Tho pro- 
fusion of military and other organizittons 
and the general aspect of stately magniti- 
cenco and power presented a splendid spec- 
tacle. 

Responding to Burgomaster Lohman'a 
toast, ICmporor William said : " Worshipful 
Burgomaster, 1 am deeply touched at the 
wnrda I have just hoard, and deeply tt uohod 
above all by the rocoptiim which Hamburg 
has extended to mo, tho like of which I have 
seldom oxperlonced. The wave of feeling 
which mob mo was no artificial production 
nor was it of any common sort. Ijiko a hur- 
ricane the joyouB cries of the |oity 
resounded on my oaro. I well know that I 
may proaumo to appropriato that exultation 
to my own person alone,'; I recogniza rather 
therein tho outward sign of the pulse boat 
of our whole German people which is proud 
of being tho newly united German empire 
represented by its princess and illustrcus 
guests. Accept for this my most hoarty 
thanks and let this be interpreted us my 
thanks to the people of Hamburg. 

" Such moments as we experienced to-day 
carry oar memories bacicward, and in par- 
ticular awaken memories in a gratefnl 
guise. We must turn our thoughts In min- 
gled gratitude and sadnesc to tho great Em- 
poror who has passed away and to his glori- 
ous son under whom tho work to which I 
havo alluded was realised. We are uniting 
two toaB, and cur thoughts are directed to 
the sea— the symbol of the Infinite. The 
seas do not divide they bbiineot. Seas are 



being made by this work a new arm for the 
blessing and poaoo of tho nations. Tho iron 
armored might which Is assembled in Kiel 
harbor should at the same time serve as a 
symbol c f peace and of the co-operation of 
all European clvllfzed peoples to 
the advancement and maintenance 
of Europe's mission of civillziktlon. 

" Wo have cast a glanoo upon the eternal 
sea; lot us now diroot our looks to the sea of 
the people's heart. All nations uplift thom- 
aolvos to us hero to-day with a quos- 
tlonlng look ; they need and de- 
sire peace — in peace alone can 
the world's commeroe expand — in 
peace alone can it thrive and peace wo shall 
and will uphold. In this peaoo may the 
trade of Hamburg, too, profpor and lluurish; 
but wo now raise our glasses to tho woal of 
our worthy and handsome town of Ham- 
burg. Cheer for Hamburg, anotbir, and 
yet another." 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



THE SCHOOL QUESTION, 

The Uanitoba IjreiBlatnre Beftase to Accept 
the Remedial Iieglslatlon Proposed by 
the Domlolon Government. 

WiNNirEO, June 19 —(Special)— The de- 
bate on the aoheol question was concluded 
ab this evening's session of the house, and 
the fight is over aa far as the present session 
of the logblature is concerned. There were 
three divUions, amendments to Premier 
Greenway's motion having boon made by 
Messrs. Precdergast and O'Malloy. The 
final vote on Mr. Greenway's resolution re- 
spectfully refusing to act as the Ottawa 
government requested, that separate schools 
be ro-eBtabllthed, resulted in a voto of 25 for 
to 10 against, and the bouse adjournsd. 

In concluding his speech In the legislature 
last night Mr. Prtndergast moved an 
amendment to Manitoba's answer that uU 
the reply be strnok out, and that the legis- 
lature supplement the aot of 1890 so as to 
restore the lost rights and privileges of the 
minority regarding schools. 

To-day all the speakers up to six o'clock 
spoke in oppoaition to this amendment and 
in favor of national echools. Messrs. Myers 
and Forsyth briefly defended the present 
system, and were followed by Hon. Mr. 
Cameron, provincial secretary, who said 
oven if ihe Dominion parliament passed 
remedial legislation the provinolE^l house 
will have power to amend and repeal the 
not, as the legislature had the abaoluto con- 
trol of educitional matters. Tho present 
system was superior to denominational 
schools, and If it undertook to reatore the 
old system the government would be 
recreant in Its duty to the people, while it 
would be unfortunate for the province. 



NfiLSOM ASSIZES. 

Only fy/.QjCmii on the. Socket-r^ndge Walk- 
. . I em «B Improper Admiisions 
to Bail. 

Nelson, June 19.— (Special)— The as- 
sizes commenced to-day before Mr. Justice 
Walkom. In the chargo to the grand jury, 
of which Mr, Croasdallo was foreman, the 
judge compllmontod the distriot on the ab- 
sence of crime, as only two oaseb were set 
down. He attributed this to the firmness 
cl British juries in contrast to juries across 
the line. The two oases were that of James 
Westgato for manilaughtor and of Frank 
Hughes for biackmaiiing, Frank Hughes, 
called first, was not to be found. There ia but 
little doubt that he has left the country. He 
was out on hail himself In $1,000 and Dr. 
Lambert and W. H. Whlttaker, barrister, 
Kamloopa, $500 ooch. The judge remarked 
that it was unusual for lawyers to go bail. 
The oiTence of the accused was gross. He 
sought to exort money from a well known 
lawyer here by threatening to accuse him of 
the foulest crime. Tho letter itself was in 
tho hands of tho prosecution. No fuller evi- 
dence could bo desired and bill ought never 
to have been allowed In small amounts. 
Practically this meant fining an offender 
$1,000 for an ofifduca which carries a penalty 
of fourteen years. Wostgate's case was 
adjourned till to-morrow at 9 a.m. There 
were no civil oases. 



8ASS0UN UASSACBBS. 

Vlgorons Endeavors of Turkish Anthorltles 
to Prereni Fnbllcatlon of Facts. 

•St. Louis, Juno 10. — A letter from Erzs- 
roum, Turkey in Asia, has been received by 
Homer A, Califiold from hU partner, Wm. 
L. Sachtben, a St. Louis wheelman who left 
here four months ago for Asia Minor to 
locate and bring to justice if possible the 
murderers of fravk Lenz, the Pittsbnrg 
cyalist who lost his life there. Mr, Saofat- 
ben writes that he has discovered the iden- 
tity of the Khurdish chief who planned the 
killing and the five men who helped him 
camriiib tho deed. The writer states that 
ho arrived at Erzeroum about May 17, and 
adds: " Out of quite a number of corres- 
pondents who came to Constantinople in an 
endeavor to ab least roach Erzeroum, if not 
liitlis and Moosh, near Sassoun, whoro tho 
terrible atrocitiea had taken place, only 
three have succeodod in reaching this oity 
BO strict la tho watch kept by the Turkish 
government." 

Explorer Glavon, ouo of Henry M. Stan- 
ley's junior lieutenants, who had just 
truvollod from Zanzibar to tho Congo for tho 
hundredth timo, died at tho mission station 
at Undorhlll, near Matadl, on the (jongo. 
Before dying ho stated that ho had helped 
to suppress much slave raiding and that ho 
had discovered Llvingoton. A memorial to 
him was erected u mile from tho grave 
itself.

Ilonornbly Acquitted. 
Montreal, June 19.— Some weeks ago 
Messrs. Meredith & O'Brien, brokers, were 
in difilaultles with the Quebec bank, and In 
the end James O'ErieOi jr., was charged 
with proonring ^,000 under false pre- 
tences. Witnesses were heard during a 
careful preliminary investigation, and Judge 
Deanoyera honorably acquitted the aoonsed. 

'Decline of Good TempIarUm. 

Toronto, June 19.— Tho forty-second an- 
nual session of the Grand Lodge of I. O.G.T. 
met here to day. One hundred and fifty 
delegates were present, representing 5,000 
members in Ontario. Grand Chief "Templar 
J. D. Adams presented a report showing 
tho rapid decline in the membership of the 
order and advised that unless strong radi- 
cal measnres are taken the order will soon 
be a thing of the past in this jurisdiction.

The police all 
over the Niagara peninsula have been noti- 
fied to watch for a man who may be asked 
to tell what he knows about the deatlis and 
explain the suspicious remark he made to 
several persons.

At the 
inquest, which was renewed this afternoon) 
the doctor's evidence showed that she re- 
ceived a blow on the head before her throat 
was cut.

CouNWAi.r,, June 19. — The propeller 
"Ocean," of St. Calhorines, Ont., ran into 
lock ueventcon this morning, tearing away 
three gates. The damage is serious, and 
will eauao a suspension of trafiSo fur four or 
five days.

TttUe thu Cku'idUn senate, for instance. 
Thoro ia proh'^bly uo oflioial body ikbout 
which lutu IB known by the people; nor uny 
whoBO importiuicn is more undormtod. 
»' . ino hia'.ory of Lhia uugusfc body, piiet 
;5;;i present, ia full of iutereat, and the 
r T ' rd of its work endures in the oonstitu- 
tiou and laws of which Canada is so justly 
proud. 

Looking down from the gallery, I have 
been wondering whether it were poeaiblo to 
give to those who have never been in a 
le^islativo chambsr some concoption of this 
lur jr'oua Red Room, uU uylow v.'ith its 
60! , orim.'on oirpote and atainod-glaaa 
llt;lit8. Bi'oad corridors run about it, 
v.noae w»ll8 are huug with portraits of past 
members — tine oil ptiintinga of finer men, 
whose lives aro work wrought nobly in the 
tnakine of our nation. 

it is still and airy withm the chamber. 
The Speaker sits below the orimson draped 
throne, clerks and reporters surround the 
table, the Senators are arranged on either 
side, vhile the Sergeanfi-at-Arms and Black 
Rod sit guard within the brass bar. With- 
out the bar we may ooine and go without 
ceremony, provided wo make no noiau ; but 
no visitor over ihinka of speaking above 
breath in the still atmosphere of the Senate 
chamber. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell ia speaking just now 
on the Insolvency bill. His throav nffijotlon 
ia still oooasionally tronblesome, but his 
voice rings out as he proceeds with all Its 
■aanail >vigor. Oa his loft ia Hon. Mr. 
Angera, miniatar of agriculture, while to his 
right sita Sir Frank Smith. The senate con- 
tains threo pireaent knights — Sir David Mao- 
pheraon making the third ; and two com- 
ijnandera, Hon, Sena'ora Goivan and Pelie 
tier. 

Gronpod about those are other men of 
note, scholarly, cultured, of legal acumen, 
or admloistrative|experience, whose presence 
in the Senate is both an honor and a strength 
to the oonntry. 

The fact that the government leader oo- 
oupies a seat in the Senate gives the Upper 
Chamber an interest In the public mind 
that it has hitherto lacked. Certainly Sir 
John Abbott waa a member of the Senate, 
bat his loading was generally viewed aa 
t nominal. The real pilots of the ship of 
instate were to bo found In the Commona 
) chambar, 

,/ The present conditions are somewhat dif- 
ferent. There is no question that Sir Moo- 
kenzle Bowell ia Premier in reality as well 
as in name, and that his will and jadgmonti 
determine the present course of the na- 
tion's voyaging. And whether the waters 
be turbulent or caln it la distinctly under- 
stood that bis hand ia on the helm. A firm 
hand it la, too. There wnn never a greater 
'mistake than that fostered by certain por- 
tions of the press, that the Premier lucks 
resolution. He is markedly resolute, with 
a perseveranc-, zsal and capacity for work 
that amounts to geniaa. And above these 
he is a man of his word and hia honor is ir 
reproaobable.

■It ia imposaihle for a public man, however 
honorable in intent, to noo with clear, f-ir- 
al^hted vialon when un election and a pos- 
sible angry oonatituoDcy looina In the foro- 
gronnd. Self-preservation is an inatinot 
with all men, and there are few politioiana 
oonrogeona enough to bravo tho diafavor of 
their oonatituenoiea. Indeed, it la perhapa 
an open <)uestion whether they are not justi- 
fied in saorifioing their peTsonal convictiona 
in the intereaba of the aame, 

Bnb the Senate obamber oon tains atatcs- 
men rather than politioiana. The majority 
are men having the experience of long public 
aervice behind them, who in the late afier- 
noon of their Uvea are able to aympatbiso 
with the pasaion and energy of the morning, 
yet to legislate beyond it.

Mr. Joatioe Drake yesterday gave judg- 
ment in Eaoouf v. £. & C. Gurney Co., tho 
judgment in part seta forth : — 

This is an interpleader issue to try the 

right to certain furniture seized by the 
sheriff on the '22Qd of January, 1H95, under 
a writ of fi. fa. laaued by tho defendanta 
against John Hraden. Tho focta show that 
in April, 1S94, tho plaintilT purchaeod of 
Itradon the furniture in a house on View 
street, occupied by Hradon, for $850. Of 
thia sum $i)QO wie paid nn ,'jOtb April and 
tho bainncii on l-'Oth of June. Tho receipt 
given l)y liradon io aa followa : 

" April ;iO, 1S91 
" Received from Richard Kdnouf, SfidO, 
on account of gooda in reaidenco, S.'i V'iow 
Btreet. Jo^t;; UkaiiK.s'." 

Tho second receipt is for fHll, in full (f 
all dein.'nds, nud dated Itich of June, 1891 
On tho lat of May Braden agreed tn hire 
the furniture from the plulntlir at $'2i) a 
month ; ho at that time was expecting to 
leave tho province within a month. Tho 
plaintUr required a memorandum of tho let- 
ting and hIrioK. and filled up a printed 
paper which was used by him in hia businesa 
as u furniiuro doalor as a conditional sale 
agreement. Tho document was signed by 
Hradon and the only thing clear In it is that 
he was to pay $20 a month for the furniture 
specified therein. Both parties agree it was 
a hiring and letting only, and not a eon- 
ditiooai sale, and in oorroboration of this 
it was verbally agreed that the plaintiff 
could remove any portion of the furniture 
at any time. He aoted on this and removed 
at varlons tiniri' considerable portion of 
the furniture ix d replaced, the articles re- 
moved by others. Braden continued to 
occupy the houne on View street and rent 
the furniture until the eicerution was put in. 
Tho rent was duly paid for tho furniture up 
to Febru'iry last. The chief contention by 
Mr, MoFhilllpa on behalf of tho deftndanla 
was : 

1. That this aalo to tho pluinLilf by 
Braden was void, as not being registorod 
under t ao bills ot Bale act. 

'2. That there was no change of poaaes- 
aion. 

•i. That tho document purporting to be a 
louao wua in fact a conditional pah', and not 
beiuij reglatered under chapter 2\ cf 1 
wan Vi.'id as againat execution crerlitora 

The judge hold that there wae no docu- 
ment that cotild bo registered and tho billo 
of sale BOt did not apply. The aub8fi|uent 
hiring of the goods was not a contract of 
sale and hiring, ond oven if it wore, the 
non-registration did nnti render it void aa 
ogainst execution credltora aa they are not 
mentioned in the conditional sales act, 
iJudgmont woe accordingly given for tho 
plaintiff with coats.

Awardin); tho contraot for tho cooatruc- 
(loQ of the Qlter beds to a firm whoso bid was 
some aizbeen thousand dollars higher than 
that of the lowest tenderer, requires a 
clearer and a more satisfactory explanation 
than was made ab the meoting of tlio Giby 
Counoii yeaterday. The eatimato of the 
engineer, we are informed, waa §68,000, 
and the offar of Mr. Jotin Ha[;garty waa 
$66,913 — a little more than a thousand dol- 
lars leas. Ib i(j we vantare to say, very 
seldom indeed that a oontraobor's bid oomea 
BO near tho eogineer'a estimate aa doec that 
of Mr. Hagparty. We are not told that tho 
Engineer made a new eatimato, or what are 
his reasons for pronouncing Mr. Haggarty'a 
estimate, which oomes within a thousand 
dollars of bis own, too low. The rate- 
payers are, we submit, entitled to a batter 
explanation than waa made by Aid. Uragg 
for the refusal of tho lowest tondor and the 
acceptance of one $16,000 higher. Mr, 
Bra|^ said that the Engineer had nob in his 
estimate allowed for oontingenciei. It is to 
1> I presumed bliat if there are oontingencies 
the Eagineer wonid Icnow what they are 
and would In hia estimate make the proper 
allowance tor thorn. It aeoms to us, too, 
that "25 percent, on tho eatimato of coat is 
quite a largo allowance for " oontingaociea." 

Wo are not told thut Mr. Haggarty is in 
any way inoompetent to do the work, or 
that the eeourity ho gave ia insufHoient. 
Not a word was said about Mr. Haggarty's 
oompotoncy, and it was not so much aa 
hinted that he had not complied with tho 
oonditiona rcfitiired. 

Tho only oicuao given for withholding the 
contract from tho lowest tenderer waa that 
he could not do the worli for the amonnt of 
his bid. liiia was certainly kind and con- 
siderate in the majority of the Counoii. 
Bnh would ib not be more buaineaa-like to 
preaume that Mr. Haggai-ty underatanda 
hia own busineae, and that if 
he waa willing to undortako the 
rl^k it waa not in the place of the coun 
Cillers, at tho expense of $16,000 to the rate 
payers, to prevent him. 

The CouDcIl have Mr. Haggarty'a check 
for $3,500 and they are to keep in their 
handa 25 par cent, of the value of the work 
done. This soema to be pretty good ooourity 
against loas. At any rate it waa all thai 
tho City CoUDoll rcijuired. Then, as to the 
proper performance ol the work, tho Cor- 
poration has its engineer, who oan inapoct 
the ^ork as ib progresses and oan Inaiat 
upon its being done aocordiog to specifica- 
tion. 

Sixteen thousand doUtire lo n nnnd dotil of 
money to throw away Ihoae hurd times, ami 
if Mr. Haggirty can do tho work according 
bo contraot, or can be compelled so to Jo 
it, thoCounci) have done what they oan lu 
throw It away, Ezplanabiona are rcqaircc? 
from the Corporation and from its filter-bed 
oni;ioeer, and we trust that for bhoir own 
aakes those explanations will be forthoom- 
ing. 

STRIKING SUNATORS. 

Tho majority of the Divorce (Joiiimitton 
of tho Senate atruok work a few days ago. 
They were disgoated with the way in which 
hair reports were received by the Senate, 
and thoy did not sou what use there was in 
working any longer to eo little purpose. 
They aay in their report : 

Ib Is well known thut u certain uumborof 
hon. Bonatora aro oppoa^d to the principio of 
divoroe entirely. Thoy do not allow even 
an undefended bill to puaa without n pro- 
toab. They refuse to act upon tho commit- 
tee. They aay practically, wo do nob look 
into tho fuoia of thuao caaoa. Wo do not 
listen to tho argument?, wo wi!! not rnml 
tho evidence, our convictions are that thia 
thing ia wrong In principle, and on that uc 
ooont wo oppose ib, and not on Its merits. 

Henoo ib follows that when tho ovidonce 
has boon completed and a report made to 
tho House, it ia well known that nearly one- 
half of the full bench of judges are sitting 



with their judgments prepared^ saying in 
efifeot, we do nat know anything about thia 
caao, we do not care to kno?'^ bub our minds 
are made up, and although the hostility is 
not alwaya actively invoked we know that 
ib ia there, and ready to be used whenever 
they oonalder that the occaalon requires it. 
W« consider that parties oonoerned is di- 
voroo proceedings before this House oancot 
exppct to have justice done to them if one- 
h'l f of tho judges have before its inception 
already d^clded the case. 

We find that tho committee is in constant 
hostility to a considorabli portion of the 
Huase, and that under carcain conditions a 
report cannot bo passed unlesa tho commit- 
tee made personal matter of it, and nob al- 
ways then. We have this seaeion aab day 
after day, and week after week, Uatening to 
evidence and ikrgninents of oonnsel, with the 
prospect that afier wo made o report upon 
what haa como before ua, the House, a large 
number of whoso niemborii know of the case 
only by name, may at anj time proceed to 
negative it. 

We say that nnder suuh olroumatancoa a 
vote adverse to the finding of the oommittee 
whom you have asked to oonduot these in- 
quiries ia an indignity to which no member 
of this House should be liable to be sub- 
j icted. 

Thia ia all very true ; uo true that ib ia 
aurprialng that the Senate of the Uominlon 
waa over required to perform tho duties of a 
Court of Divorce. A largo number of the 
members of the Senate and of the House of 
Commons are oonscientioosly opposed to 
divoroe under almost any circumetanoes. 
What oan be more abaurd than to require 
those gentlemen, even in a perfunctory 
annse, to try divoroe oases and to pass 
divoroe bills 2 

Besides, the Senats under any olroum 
stanoes ia about as bad a divoroe oonrb as 
can bo imagined. Such oases aro often very 
oomplloated, reqairing ^reat skill both to 
elicit evidence and to considor and aift it 
ofter it ia olicitod. Thou, again, intricate 
and difficult pointa of law are raieed which 
require in those whose duby it is to decide 
upon them a profound knowledge of law and 
groat legal skill. Very few of the Senators 
are eminent lawyers in the practice of their 
profosaiosj and to pl»c» '.it\profeHfiionpl men 
in a position which it would take oxporl 
onced and learnod judges with vigorous 
minds sharpened by oontinnal praotloe to 
fill propecly, is oue of the anomalies of the 
flonstltOttoD of the Dominion which Ib is im 
poaaible to aooounb for. 

If ib ia poaaible bho majority of tho Senate 
ahould follow tho example of the Divorce 
Committee and refuse to perform dutiea of 
whloh many of them conscientiotisly dlsap' 
prove aud for the proper performance of 
whioh A large proportion of the balanee are 
for reasons which we have indicated unfit 
ted. There should be a Court of Marriage 
and DIvorco for the Dominion prcaidod over 
by men eminent for their learning and their 
professional skill. There ia such a court in 
Groat Britain, Why ahould there not be 
one in thia Dominion? We do not think 
that the British Conrt abuses its powers or 
that divorce is made too euay in Great Brit 
aln, In some of the proviucoa tho Courta 
cin try and decide upon divorce caaos, and 
we have nob heard that evils have arisen 
from the establishment of those courts. In 
faob comparatively few are aware of their 
exiatence. What, then, is there to fear 
from the establishment of a Dominion di 
voroe oourt 1 



ing comments of our American contem> 
porary ; 

Thia resdlnesB of a Southern mob of the 
best citizens to hang any negro agtHsb 
whom suspicion is directed, without j-uy 
show of evidence, makes of Lynuh law the 
instrument of private vengeance and private 
greed. The white man who ia indebted to 
a negro for work or for anything, or who 
has uny ground of hate for a negro, has only 
to Hcggost that ho is guilty of thia crime 
In ordtr to havo hini killed by a mob, into 
the operations of whioh ihu authorilita never 
n<inirn. 

it ia an auful state of thinga and fully 
warrants the crusade again^ lynchioga 
whioh was begun by Mils Wells. 



LYNGHISG. 



Lynching negroes aeoms to bo, in thoao 
daya, tho favorite amusement of tho white 
inhabitanta of acme parts of the Southern 
States. When a orime of a certain kind 
ia committed, say in Florida, a mob of 
white men assemble and immediately net 
out on a negro bunt. There ia no attempt 
to set in motion the machinery of the law 
to trace and urreat tho criminals, and after 
wards to try them and if convicted to 
punish them. That is too long, too anex 
citing and too uncertain a way of proceed 
ing. (Those who compose the mob of oourae 
inSkme each other, and the negro bunt com 
moncco when tho hunters arc in tho very re 
verse of a judicial frame of mind. Tho 
chiise onds in discovering and capturing two 
or three or more negroea. The orime waa 
oommibted by only one man. But for fear 
that the guilty one would esoape, all tho 
captives are hanged or executed In a more 
barb .roua way. This is not miarepresenta 
tion, but the hideous truth. 

The N. V. Commorcial Advertiser of the 
ll'h lulla u.') thut aini:o last winter fourteen 
iic^roeu huvj bcea lynched in one small sec 
tion of Florida for assaulting white women. 
VoT one orliine of this kind, we are told, 
" eight negroes were killed because it could 
no' be decided wiio was tho criminal." I 
adil.H, " It ia not certain that any one of tho 
(light waa guilty. " In another caao three 
negroes were killed beoauso they wore sua 
peoted ; but there was no ooncluslve evi 
donoe in any case. For still another orime, 
throe negroes have boon killed, although 
thiTo was no concluaivo ovidonoo against 
Riiv ono uf thorn. " Of the fourteen negroes 
klUod," the Advertiser aaya, "eleven were 
surely Innocent, and there wau no positive 
evidence against the remaining three." 

It Is hard to believe that such horrible in 
justice could have been committed in thia 
century by a people claiming to be civilized, 
When in other countries a man who ia be- 
lieved lo ho innocent ia convicted and sen 
tencod to death after a fair trial a largo pro 
portion of the community are horrified and 
they make every exertion and uae every in- 
iluettoe to wvo blm itom, • pua!ghu«at that 
he may not have deserved. But in Lafay- 
ette County, Florida (for all bhoao murders 
were committed in one county) tho mob act 
with aa littio heaitatlon or apparent oom- 
pur.ction aa if tho men were ao many doga 
found prowling about « ahoep paaturo whore 
sheep had been killed. 

Thoae lynohlnga, cruel and unjust aa they 
aro, do nob deter men from committing the 
same crime, for, aa tho Advertlaor pointa 
out, tho lynching of eleven men in one 
neighborhood did nob have thia olTeot, Tho 
atute of society in which these lynohlnga 
took pUoe may bO' inferred from the follow- 



" THE Nwvr woman:' 

Ao American Bishop of the Protestant 
Epiaoopal Churoh has been preaobing against 
the "New Woman." The new woman, as 
thia American divine repreaeats heri ia not 
by any means an attractive or a lovable 
creature. Ho not only does not like, but he 
feara the now woman, who, according to 
him, la bringing aooioty to the verge of a 
dangerous preoipice. 

The New York Commercial Advertisnr aa 
in duty b3und takes up the cudgels for the 
now woman, and tries to show that she is 
by no moana so very new aa her enemies re- 
preaonb her to \>i. There havo boon from 
the earlleat historical period capable women 
v,-bo, when necessity required, did a man's 
work better than most men. Everyone has 
known women of ability who were aa tender 
in their affections and as assiduous in tho 
porlormanco of their household duties as 
the softoati and aillieat ladies of their ac- 
quuintuncs. But let us see what the Adver- 
tiser has to say in behalf of the new woman. 
This Is part of ib : 

There is no obvious warrant for bho aug- 
gestion that a larger proportion of women 
Chun formerly dislike to be exclusively 
employed in household work, and bound to 
the narrow though important intoreats of 
the huarth. There is no obvioua truth In 
the aSBortlon that what Is called the new 
woman is leas dollcato in lior aonsibllitlos 
and leas rtfined In her tastes than her pre- 
dccesaora. There have always boon women 
to complain of tho restrictions placed on 
their aotivities by tho church and society, 
and women who could not oonooal thoir be- 
lief io their superior intelligence aa com- 
pared with tho mass of men charged with 
political power. Tho women cf Ariato- 
phanes were exactly like tho now woman aa 
she ia picturt'd by those who caricature her. 
Thia means that there were women in his 
day with exactly tho aims of the alleged 
new woman.

Mayor, aa one of tho conimitteo who signed 
tho majority roporl, ahould give hia reaaona 
for so doing. 

The Mayor rpplied that ho believed tho 
price given by Walkley, King & Casey to 
be tho lowest at which the work oould bo 
done ; thiiti wu.s his reaaon for aigning the 
majority report. 

Ald HuMiiiUEY replied that oa there 
woa a difference of $10,000 in tho two ten- 
dera ho could not conscientiously vote for tho 
higher of tho two, Walkley, King & Casey. 

Ald. MuLeli.an, In moving tho adoption 
of the majority report, said tho intention 
bad been te have a first class piece of work 
done. It required monoy to build tho SItor 
bads according to the plana and apeclGca- 
tions. He wanted to soo full value given 
for tho monoy expended, and could not see 
how til kt oould ba done ut the price Mr. 
Haggarty olFarf d. Ho wanted a first class 
job that would be a monument to the coun- 
cil and for thia reaaon would vote for the 
majority report, 

Ald. Macmillan remarked that the en- 
gineer bad made an eatimate of SfiS^O^X), yet 
had conaidered John Haggarty'a tmder of 
?07,OOO too low and had decided in favor ot 
one .?I8,000 higher. He proceeded to favor 
day labor as against contract, but if tho 
council decided against that he argued thoy 
should give tho contract to the lowest tend- 
erer. 

Ai.i). BiiAfii; in speaking in support of tho 
majority report said that lln change in tho 
engineer's estimate waa baaed on tho uiero 
coat, without allowing for contlngonoiea. 
Ho oupportod Aid. MoLollan's viewa ond 
thought tho council would find In tho ond 
It would bo boat to give tho contract to 
Walkley, King & Casey. 

Ai.i). l'AHTiiii«a; felt that tho council 
ahould ondoroo tho majirity report and aup- 
port their engineer, who waa in tho beat 
position to know what tho coat ahould be. 

Ai.i). \ViLi.iAMs epoaklng In support of 
the minority report, considered it would be 
folly to throw away a largo sum of monoy 
by giving the contract to tbo higher tender- 
era. The conditions wore so liinding that 
Mr. Hoggarty hod to comploto tho work to 
tho autiafaction of tho council, and if hn did 
not, then tho city oould step in and take the 
contract from him. 

ALU Wilson believed it hia duty to vote 
for the loweat tenderer, as the eity waa well 
secured. 

Un motion of Aid. MoLallan, seconded by 
Aid. Bragg, the majarity report was adopt- 
ed, the Mayor, Aid, MoLetlan, Bragg, 
Partridge, Cameron and Hall voting for it, 
and Aid. Humphrey, Muomillun, Wilson 
and Williama voting in tho negative. Tho 
oounoil then adjourned. 

It is rumored that an application will lio 
made through Messrs. Yates & Jty to the 
Supremo court tor on injunction reatralning 
the city from giving the contract to Meaara. 
Walkley, King & Caaoy, but no dofloito 
action haa yot boon taken.

This is tlie ouly place near 
Venice, indeed, where a horae can find 
foothold, and on that account as well as 
for the sake of the surf bathlug it is a fa- 
vorite resort of Yonetiaus and visitors in 
spring and summer. The side toward the 
lagoon rises high and dry in a sort of na- 
tive breakwater, liketbo lofty Chesll beach 
that similarly cuts ofl' 1 1 • EDglish chan-

he sees the (puiint vol ntes and swelling 
domes of Santa Maria della Salute. Then 
as he nears the Molo the vast panorama of 
beauty burst.s ujion him at onco in all its 
detail — tho Bridge of Sighs, tho famed Li- 
on Column, St. Theodore on his crocodile, 
8t. Mark on his i>iry pinnacle, tho Piaz- 
zetta, the Pinz/.n, tlie Canipanllo, the Clock 
Tower.

An inquest was held yasterdiy 'into tbo 
d-jubh of James A. Cohen, Coroner Hasell 
preoiding ond tho jury being oompoBed as 
follows : D, Campbell, (foreman) F. F. 
Riitt, li. n. West, W. J. Divyer, F. J. 
Hall and M. MoTiernan. 

Mr. H. L. Salmon, brother-in-law of the 
deceased, gave evidence as to Mr. Cohen nob 
being well for over a year, and of his being 
Buhjtict to BGVoro orumpa in bha stomach Ho 
hud teon Mr. Cohen on Saturday morning 
when he appeared aa usual; Uiey had a few 
naiiutos couvcraution on common place aub- 
jecle. On Sunday at 11 a.m. ho waa called 
to ttio house, and found tho deceased un- 
oonsclout, in which atnto ho remained all 
Monday atil Tueaday. Mr. Salmon had no 
koowledgo of laudanum having been taken 
by Mr. Oohon at thia particular time. 

Tho next witness was Mr. F. W. Fikw- 
cett. clerk with Hall & Co., dtuggiste, who 
testified that he had known Mr. Cohen aa a 
cuetomer for some time, and that on Satur- 
day evening he oamo in and aeked for 
twunty-f]ve cents worth of laudanum for 
cramps and was supplied with one ounce, the 
proper entry being made In the poison book 
as required by law. 

In answer to a question by the Coroner, 
Mr. FawoetC stated that the law makes no 
realriacian as to the amount of laudanum a 
druggist may sell to any pereon known to 
him. 

Hall & Co. 's poiaon book waa produced 
and showed the entry to bare bjen made In 
the proper form. 

Thomas Sbotbolt next gave cvidenoa that 
on Saturday afternoon he met Mr. Cohen 
just outside bis store. The dtcsaaed said : 
" I want to get some laudanum, but your 
cleik (Mr. Chadwiok) will not give It to 
mo " 

Mr. Shotbolt asked him to come in tbo 
store, and aa he did bo ho (Mr. Shotbolt) 

took a good look at him and thought ho ap 
peuied " (luoor ". Ho then went to the dia 
penaing dopirtmont and remarked to Mr 
Chadwiok — " Cohen locks ()Uoor; I don't 

Mr. Shotbolt than went out and clfored 
Mr. Cohen a doae of chlorodyne, but this 
was refused with the remark that ho could 
got the laudanum elsewhere. As to tbo law 
Mr. fahotbolt said there woro no restrictions, 
ho having sold as much aa half a (gallon of 
laudanum to a single person whom he knew 

The last witness was Dr. Urompton, the 
atteadiag physician, who tealifled that ho 
w&B called to see Mr. Cohen on Sunday 
morning at 9 o'clock, and found him in a 
comatose condition, apparently sulTeriog 
from opium poisoning. He at once made in 
quiriea, sod found that some laudanum was 
missing from the house. From Mra. Cohen 
he learned that when she had returned 
home Mr. Cohen had <retired, bnt spoke a 
few words. In the morning she waa unable 
to arouse him, and at once sent for the 
dootor. 

Dr. Crompton was unable to restore con 
solonaneas by any of the means known to 
medioal soienoe, although moat persistent 
eiTorta were mado. Daring the morning 
some new symptoms were developed which 
showed that the patient waa not anffering 
wholly from opium poisoning, bub alao bad 
cerobolium trouble of some lorb. During 
iliat day and Monday the symptoms varied 
alightly, but there waa no hops. Mr 
Cohen expired Tuesday morning at 2:3^) 
o'clock, never having really i'egained oon- 
Bclousnosa. 

At tho post mortem examination, it was 
ahown that the organa wero all in a fairly 
healthy condition with the e:xception of the 
brain, which waa exoeeaively oongeeted, 
with a quantity of fluid under the mem- 
brane. 

Dr. Crompton waa of the opinion that 
death wua Odused by congeatioQof thu bruin, 
thu rcBulta following this being accoloratod 
by tho opium vvhii:h had iioisn taken. Th( 
bruin tr</Ulile would date bauk several days 

Coroner Husell, eumnilng up the evidenoo, 
called particular attention to tho fiict that 
iho tvideneo of tho druggist ahowod that 
they were allowed to aoll any (quantity of 
poison to a peraon they know by simply fill 
log ont tho neoeoaary form in tho poiBon 
book. This he doomed a most extraordinary 
condition of airalra, and ono that culled for 
some notice on tho pi-t of tho jury. 

Tho jury then rt^tin d und after a few 
minutes' dohlieration brought in the follow 
ing verdict : 

" «Ve find that James A. Cohen oame to 
bis doatb aa the result of oocgeation of the 
brain."

Mr. Frank McQuillan, who waa tho 

pioneer among tho proopootors of Alberni 
diabriot, is in town making arrangenienta 
for the further development of placer 
ground on China creek. To a Colonist re- 
presentative Mr. McQuillan said that only 
preliminary work has been done on the 
quartz and plaoer olaima in the China creek 
region. Had the mining field been further 
from home \h would probably have greater 
attractiona, but being within almost a day's 
run from Victoria investors are dubious or 
careless about ita value. 

Mr. McQuillan brought with Urn some 
remarkably riob aamples of ore irom Henry 
Saunders' " Alberni " claim on Mineral 
creek. They Were simply studded with 
gold, and would have assayed into the many 
chousanda per ton. Mr. Saunders is now 
in poaaossion of a '* button," the result if 
un aeaay from a few ounces tf quarlz from 
thia same vein in which gold waa not dia- 
corniblo to tlie naked eyo, but which asauyed 
over !fU.(XK) in gold per ton. 'i'ho vein ia 
only eighteen inches in width on the sur- 
face, but like another claim in tho aamo 
group of mines, will probably attain width 
when tunk upon. Mr. McQuillan made an 
examination of tho whole Mineral Creek 
group abou: ten daya ago, and aaya tho 
wholu mountain ia one masa of mineral, und 
a number of claimHahuw uj;collont proeptcta, 
but too little devolopmeut work has boon 
done to show their extent. The quarlz on 
the ourfaoo ia exceedingly rich ; one claim 
which had been sunk upon developed Into 
eight feet of ore. 

On the King Solomon group of mines no- 
thing has been dono in the way of work thia 
year. Last Bummer a largo portion of tho 
face of the King Solomon was uncovered, 
and later this year a shaft will be sunk on 
the vein. Samples from this mine have as- 
sayed over a hundred dollars per ton, and a 
working teat of half a ton sent to tho Ta- 
ooma smelter brought $25 to $50 per ton. 
Tho Crawford Mill Company, of New York, 
quote in a circular that a teat of thia ore, 
which averaged $87, was made by them and 
$82 saved by their prooesa. 

Tho Golden Eagle group of mines have re- 
ceived no attention since last year. Mr. 
McQuillan was the original looater of thia 
mine, and has no doubt that if the ledge is 
sunk upon a large deposit of ore would be 
secured. As with the Mineral Creek and 
King Solomon groups, the Golden Eagle in 
many assays made went from small figures 
into tho hundreds and thousands per too. 

Roporta if finds on Granite and other 
oreeka have been made, but aa to their ex- 
tent and character Mr. McQuillan is not 
aware. 

But it is not trom tbo quartz mines only 
that big things are expected ; the beuchea 
along China creek for twelve miles contain 
gold, and the Chinese for years have mined 
with profit. The sides of the creek rise in 
well defined benohes, and these have at one 
time formed the old ohannel of the creek. 
Hydrauiio olaima have been located from 
the mouth of China creek to the Golden 
Eagle olatm, and exoellent prospecla have 
l>een obtatatd from them all. In the 
■* Duke of York," Mr. McQaiilan and Mr. 
Childa are intereated. Ac a height of 130 
feet from the present bod of the oreek, and 
on tho second bench, a shaft was sunk to a 
considerable depth, and gold obtained in the 
sand all tho way. Tho face was cut away 
at the bottom of this bench, and good results 
obtained. A tunnel wua run in on bed rook 
on the present creek bod, and gold eeourod. 
The benches are tho depoaita of many 
centuries, and the gold Ic carried all through 
the sandy formation. Although bettor 
yields were obtained In places, it 
ia estimated that the ground aver- 
ages 40 oonts to the cubio yard. 
Tho gold is fine, from about tho size of 
pin heads. Near tho mnuth tf the oreek the 
boulders are near the surface, but higher up 
tho deposit of gold bearing aand becomes 
deeper and the coarse gold ia carried in it. 
There la ample water in China creek for 
hydraulioing, and owing to ita rapid doacont 
a mile of ditch will furnish a good head. On 
the " Dnke of York " a aluioe ia now being 



pub in, it being the intention to proapeot the 
ground in it bofojcejpourring additional ex- 
pense. Tho aand ^on .the beqches ia tho- 
roughly dry, so that the sinking of ahafts is 
an «ft8y matter. Mr. MeQuillan is confi- 
dent) that the . hydraulic clulma on China 
cret-k will bo satiafaclory gold producers. 
They have everything In their favnr ao far 
as oboup working is concerned. The water 
is ample, the head sufficient, and there is a 
good dumping ground. 

A great many proapectora aro now in the 
hills and other strikes may bo expected. 
'The snow In some plaoeaatiU interferes with 
prospec'ing. A little later in the seaBon is 
much more desirable for this cIubb tf miner's 
work. 

Mineral Cretk has a good trail, hut those 
to the Golden Eagle and King Solomon 
aro very poor, and a little money expended 
in bettering them would help out the miner 
and prospector oonaiderably.

WORLD'S W. C. T. U. 

Opening of the Third Biennial Convention 

In London— Report on Female 
Suirrago Question. 

London, Juno 19.— The third biennial 
convention of the World's Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union opened in Queen's 
hall, thia city, at 9:30 this moraing with 
prayer, meeting led by Mrs. Charlea Archi- 
bald, preaidenb oi the Maritime Province 
W.C.T.U. of Canada. At 10 o'clock the 
convention waa aalled to order by president 
Miss Franees B. Willard. The roll call 
of cflioiai members followed and then 
came the appointtntnt of commibteea 
on credentials, courtesies at d resolutions. 
Then followed the report of tho oir.-ii-tlve 
committee, the address of welcome by Lady 
Honry Soniersot, president of the British 
W.T.A , and tho singing of "There aro 
bands of ribbon muto " by the White Rib- 
bon choir of 500 voicoa. Reporta of the dif- 
ferent Buperintendonta wcro delivered, and 
at midday prayers wero led by Mrs. 
Belmor, preaideut of tho W.C.T. U,, Copen- 
hagen. 

Mrs. Eva McLaren, wife of Hon. Walter 
McLaren, M l'., and superintendent of the 
Sullrago department of the World's Wo- 
men's Chriatian Temperance Union, preaent- 
ed tho franchise report. Sho aald " Our 
fliatora in the United Statoa have tho great 
example of Wyoming to point to, followed 
quite recently by Colorado, ond In a lesser 
degree by other statoa. New Zealand has 
gained the most complete success because 
sho has enfranchised every adult woman as 
well aa every adult man, and tho result of 
hor first general election under tho new 
system has jastified the ohange. 
by all tho leading British organizations of 
women whioh are free by their constitution 
to express an opinion the demand is practic- 
ally unanimous for anSrage. The Women's 
Liberal Federation, at the head of which is 
Lady Carlisle, oomprlaine four hundred as- 
sooiationa of Liberal women, has spoken out 
with no uncertain sound. Tho Scottish 
Women's Liberal Federation has taken an 
iqually strong attitude and has repeatedly 
di-cl ired Ita adhesion In tho oauao of women's 
Bufi.-age and its dolormination to proas 
tho queation forward in parliament 
when the registration bill of tho government 
la diacuBBod. Tho Hritish Womena To;n. 
peranco Association, numbering about cnij 
hundred Ihouennd women haa I'.'ao declared for 
'tho enfranchisomont of women and any one 
intimately acijualnted with English society 
and tho ideas of thirty years ago, and com- 
ing again to England now would hardly 
recognize it as tho aamo society. The 
womeu'a ephero of ihlrly years ago oiista no 
longer. Tho freodoiii which women may 
row enjoy ia limited by their own good 
sense."
